GRANT A HERETIC 


Charges Against Pennsylvania 
| Clergyman Sustained hy 
Presbyterian Body. 


MAY DROP BROWN CASES. 


Atlantie City, N. J., May 25.—[{Special.}]— 
The Rev. William D. Grant, the Northumber- 
land clergyman, has been found guilty of 
heresy by the judicial commission of the 
Presbyterian general assembly. The verdict 
will be announced to the assembly tomorrow 
morning, 

It is said the Pennsylvania clergyman will 
be given opportunity to return to the pres- 
bytery, should he recant on the counts upon 
which he has been found gullty. 

The news of conviction, although not offi- 
clal, comes from the best of authority. 

The judieial eommittee reached a decision 
too late to report today. It will recommend 
suspension, but will not go so far as to ask 
excommunication. 

Conviction of Dr. Grant will cause a big 
surprise among his friends, who confidently 
expected his acquittal. The action taken by 
the committee is bound to create a bitter 
struggle on the assembly floor tomorrow. 

Dr. Grant retired early, still happy in the 
thought of vindication on the morrow when 
he bade his faithful champions good-night. 
Because of the way in which the secret 
* lealmed,”’ no attempt was made to wake him 


up for a statement. 


May Dismiss Brown Cases.

While the police commanders were ordering 
„ dragnet" raids, but securing no results in 
connection with the search for the murderer 
‘of Dutehy Gentleman, sluggers made 
three new and separate attacks yesterday on 
workingmer connected with building con- 
struction, 

Hight sluggers attacked two teamsters at 
Terra Cotta place and Clybourn avenue late 
in the afternoon, and both of the driyvyers#were 
hurt. The sluggers escaped before the ar- 
rival of the police. The teamsters, who are 
employed by the Zipprich Teaming company, 


had just delivered two loads of elevator sup- 


plies to the Northwestern Terra Cotta works 


for the Otis Elevator company. 


Barricade Selves from Sluggers. 
Twelve shuggers terrified three elevator con- 
structors who had barricaded themselves in 
a building at North Sangamon street and 
the river. The constructors were doing some 
repair work fer the American Hide and 


Leather company when the gun men ap- 
‘peared. 


Suspecting the men, the constructors bar- 
ricaded the door and armed themselves with 
clubs. The sluggers tried to break in the 
deor, but after an unsuccessful effort, which 
lasted half an hour, they wentaway. A few 
minutes later Sergt. George Chatt and a 
wagon load of policemen fram the East Chi- 
cago avenue station arrived. 

Four elevator eonstructors working at the 
American Tobacco works, Twelfth and Roek- 
well streets, were attacked by a gang of ten 
sluggere in the afternoon. After a pitched 
battle in which both sluggers and construc- 
tore suffered minor bruises the sluggers re- 
tired. No arrests were made. 


Mayor Asks Personal Report. 

Chief McWeeny and Inspector Hunt passed 
a busy day over the labor slugger situation. 
The first thing in the morning Mayor Harri- 
son called for a personal report on the situ- 
ation from his chief and after a half hour 
conference it was given out that the mayor 
had ordered that the: proprietor of every sa- 
loon used as a hangout for these sluggers 
be notified that henceforth any saloon that 
allows them about will lese its license. 

These orders were sent out by detectives 
to a dozen places up town and on the South 
side, but no action resukzed. 

Inspector Hunt in the evening called his 
men on the carpet again and told them 
there must be some action quickly on the 
Gentleman case. Following the talk he is- 
gued specific orders te pick up certain mem- 
bers of the slugging gange to be questioned 
by the pelice. 

New eiroumstances of the falling out of 
the slugging gang, which the police declare 
led directly up to the Gentleman killing, came 
to light during the day and two more labor 
men were declared by the police ta have been 
witnesses of the killing. 

„% We are positive now that James Regan 
and Walter Stevens, two other alleged glug- 
gers, were in O'Malley's saloon when Gentle- 
man was killed.” the inspector said. We 
also have the best of reasons for believing 
that Maurice (“Mossy’’) Enright was a third 
witness. None of these was named by the 
labor leaders who were in the place and who 
have made statements to the police and 
coroner.” 


Fatal Call Came to Carroll’s, 

New light upon the movements of the sug- 
gers before the killing was shed by several 
persons who told their stories ta detectives 
working on the case.

“When they get on a horse we see thet 
they can't ride at all.“ 

Du Brock says that it was half an hour 
before he finally consented to give the gir) 
a horse. Then he brought out Diabolo, 

As soon as she was on the animal's back 
the girl started east on Foster avenue to 
Sheridan road. She ha@ gone only a hort 
way, Du Brock says, when he stopped her 
and told her to keep off Sheridan road be- 
cause the automobiles might frighten the 
mare. She came back and Du Brock induced 
her to ride with a party of three children 
in charge of Denham Wilcox, 6346 Southport 
avenue, who were just starting out. 


Telle of Fall Off Horse. 

The party went north on Winthrop avenue 
for some distance and Du Brock returned 
to his office. What happened after. this is 
in dispute. Young Wilcox says that the 
young women suddenly checked her horse 
and said: 

“This is not fast * fer me: tend me 
your whip. ” 

He gave his crop to her and striking its 
flanke sharply she wheeled about and can- 
tered south toward Bryn Mawr avenue. As 
soon as the horse began to canter the young 
woman lost her seat, her foot went clear 
through the stirrup, and the horse shied. The 


e animal's sudden movement threw the gird 


head downward out of the saddle. 

Other aceounts are that Dlaboele toek 
fright at an automobile, reared, and threw 
the young woman out of the saddle and that 
the mare shied and tossed her eff her back. 

Horse Calmly Chews Grass. 

Whether the first or the seeond accounts are 
correct, the results were the same. When the 
gir! fell her foot caught in the stirrup. ‘ Di- 
abolo was thrown into a frenzy of fear. She 
galloped off down the street with the girl's 
head beating against the pavement at every 
jump. After she had raced perhaps 250 feet 
she veered off the street. jumped the curb, 
and ran close to a tree. 

The girl's body caught on the tree trunk 
and the stirrup broke, letting her elip te the 
sod in a heap. 

Freed of her load. Diabolo “ galloped only 
a short distance. While Dr. Hartman was 
picking up the body Paul Smith, a boy, 
seized the bridle.

“I do not know of any fact imputable to me

Respects Will of People. 

“Therefore, respecting as I always have 
respected the will of the people. and in ac- 
cordance with article 82 of the federal con- 
stitution, I come before the supreme repre- 
sentatives of the nation in order to resign 
unreservedly the office of constitutions] 
president of the republic with which the nae 
tional vote honored me.

Bells Ring and Cannon Roars. —

cathedral and two discharges of a cannon. 
Great crowds were scattered over the Zocalo. 
With one accord they rushed toward the 
chamber of deputies, but their progress was 
halted by the multitude ahead of them. 

As the crowds melted away by hundreds 
atid by thousands, they fell into irregular 
marching bands. They carried flags and 
banners of the national green, white, and 
red, lithographs of Madero, laurel wreaths, 
brooms—apparently symbolic of the clean 
sweep for the rebellion—and hundreds sported 
staves and poles after the manner of soldiers 
with rifles. 

Practically all business was suspended. 
Everywhere windows were shuttered, but 
the demonstrants of last night had become 
excited but harmless celebrants. 


Women Throw Confetti Into Crowds. 

On every balcony in the city, and they are 
a feature of every house and office building. 
women and chlldren and those too infirm to be 
in the street came out to witness the cele- 
bration. Many of them tossed flowers and 
confetti on the marching thousands. 

A heavy guard of mounted police was main- 

tained in front of the national palace near 
which seven persons were killed and thirty- 
six wounded when the mob was fired on last:

He was on a mission of 
peace following the issuance by him of a 
manifesto in which he had appealed to the 
people to refrain from disorder and to dis-

What happened in Coahuila, it is pointed 
out, may happen elsewhere, and although 
Madero, in explaining the situation tonight, 
indicated the federal government, héaded by 
Sefior Ge la Barra, would coéperate with 
him in influencing the legislatures to pick the 
chosen Maderists, resistance, he admitted,

TREATY’S FATE IN PERIL. 


Attempts to Amend Likely Despite Ad- 
ministration’s Wishes. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Washington. D. C., May 2%.—[Special.}]— 
President Taft has declared war upon any 
amendments to the Canadian reciprocity 
agreement. Through his secretary, Charles 
D. Hilles, he so notified the Republican mem- 
bers of the finance committee. of the senate 
this afternoon. The president's opposition 
goes so far as to include the Root amendment 
to the paper and pulp section of the bill. 

Considerable interest was manifested at the 
senate wing of the capitol this afternoon 
when Secretary Hilles appeared bearing the 
president's private message. ‘Usually’ the 
president sends fer senators to ‘come to the 
White House, but desiring to impress the im- 
portance of the matter upon the senators. as 
well as to use Mr. Hilles’ diplomatic ability, 
he directed his secretary to go to the senate, 
call for the senators, and explain the attitude 
of the administration. 


Thinks Root Idea Unnecessary. . 

The opposition of the president.to-the Root 
amendment’ is due primarily to his belief that 
it would be unwiseto permit any-change in the 
agreement, since such action would open the 
door to other amendments. He does not re- 
gard the Root provision as necessary. | 

It had been expected by Senator Penrose, 
chairman of the committee, that a bil? incor- 
porating the agreement could be reported to 
the senate on Monday next. Other witnesses, 
however, are to be-heard, and Senator. Stone 
has demanded an investigation of the opera- 
tions of the firm of New York lawyers which 
has been making a campaign. against the 
arrangement. 


Decide Against Drastic Measures. 

Senator Stone proposed to subpcena them as 
witnesses, but it was suggested that a for- 
mal invitation to appear and testify would 
be a more respectful course to pursue until 
it was demonstrated that such a method 
would be ineffective in producing the wit- 
nesses.

The report discusses the untiiveradie 
features of a flat rate service with ite gross 
abuse by certain subscribers, where extrava- 
gances cause high operating costs and in- 
creased rates for all subscribers.“ Numer- 
ous service tests show, says the report, that 
wide variation exists, some flat rate custom- 
ers now using fifteen times as much service 
as others, yet all in this class pay the same 
rate, which ts made very high because of 
the abuse of the service by a comparatively 
few. 

Measured Service Held Best. 

This unjust condition is as true of the 
flat-rate residence service as it ig of the 
flat-rate business service,” continues the 
report. “In thie respect the existing sched- 
ule is condemned and the advantages of 
measured service shown, both from the 


standpoint of service efficiency and the 


rates to be paid. 

“The same general results are shown 
where flat rates are used in the sale of 
water and electric light. 

“The flat-rate service should ultimately 
be abolished, a goal toward which both the 
city and the company should strive. The 
apportionments show that the company is 
losing more than $12 per station per year 
on the flat-rate business telephones and 
more than $10 per station per year on the 
flat-rate residence telephones. | 

The public pay station telephones are very 
profitable, which is also true of all classes of 
measured service except the popular four- 
party residence nickel telephone, which 
shows a small lose; but not enough to war- 
rant its discontinuance.” 

The report recommends the adoption of 
some method by which the olty may keep 
a record of the operation of various rates 
enforced under its ordinances and a more 
Mberal interpretation of the ordinance as a 
foundation for future rate adjustments every 
five years.

NO ‘RELIEF IN SIGHT TODAY. 


Local Forecaster Gives No Hope, Unless 
Lake Breezes Aid. 


All records for May héat, so far back as the 
weather bureau has been in existence, were 
smashed yesterday when the mercury 
reached the top notch of. 04.2 degrees at 8 
o'clock in the afternoon. 

Two are dead and one is in a eritical con- 
dition as a result. 

This is the highest record of the govern- 
ment thermometer in May in the city of 
Chicago since the weather bureau was es- 
tablished here. The previous record was 94 
degrees even, hung up May 81, 1895. The 
weather forecasters also call attention to the 
fact that the record of yesterday was made 
on May W and not just on the edge of June, 
as was the 1895 figure.

Chicago put it all over some of the prize 


furhaces of the country during the day, its 
maximum being all the way from four to 
fourteen points above the high marks of 
the most southerly weather bureau stations 
in Florida, Alabama, Louisiana, Texas. New 
Mexico, and Arizona. These states pro- 
duced the hot wave, but it kept growing hot- 
ter until it reached Chicago. 

No rain fell throughout the country dur- 
ing the day except in small areas on the 
north Pacific and north Atlantic coasts, and 
the intense heat was felt for a considerable 
area around Chicago. 

Up around Lake Superior, however, where 
the truant lake breeze is supposed to be 
idling, the temperature ranged from 40 to 50 
degrees. Unless the breeze comes back, the 
heat is due to continue for the next two days 
at least. 

If it does continue, the month will be the 
hottest May in the history of the weather 
bureau here, as there is already a surplus of 
232 degrees in excess of normal, and in the 
record month, May 1895, the total surplus 
was only 275 degrees.

„Then I gave her $975 so she could go into 
the real estate businéss in California.

I ob- 
jected when it got so big an amount, but she 
wrote back, telling me that she was working 
hard, so I sent it to her. 

“Then the heaviest blow came. To givs 
her the money I had given some notes at the 
bank in my home town and they became due 
in June of 1907, so I had to sell my farm 
I went to California and then she told me 
that she had traded the lots for eighty acres 
of mahogany timber land in New Mexico. I 
had two drafts with me, one for $500 and the 
other for $2,548. and I gave her both of these 
Also two drafts amounting to 5105.“ 


Pride Gets Hardest Bump. 

The hardest bump of all was to his pride, he 
said. It came when his supposedly devoted 
flancée found she had got all the money he 
could raise. It was then she gave him a 
Bible, ag a guide to spiritual consolation, and 
advised him to go to Los Angeles, join the 
church, amd marry a rich widow.

‘any secret society and that I will have no 
connection whatever with any secret so- 
ciety nor be present at any meeting of 
any secret society in this school or else- 
w here. 


It is possible that with the assistance of con- 
stitutional lawyers, the breaking of a pledge, 
and a squad of soldiers Chicago public school 
pupils may be members of secret societies 
after Sept. 1.

Mrs. Cyrus H. McCormick, Mrs. Dunlap 


Smith, Cyrus H. Adams and Thomas D. 
Jones. 


Monument to Little Girl. 
The endowment was established as a KR. 
ing monument to Mr. and Mrs. McCormick's 


daughter Elizabeth, who died in 1905 at the 


age of tweive and one-half years. The child 
had shown evidences of unusual character. 
She had evinced from her earliest years a 
grave consideration for others, particularly 
for the less fortunate, more often found in 
maturer minds. Her parents in establish- - 
ing the fund had in thought the creation 
of something that would represent her life 
had she lived. 

It is recalled as characteristic of her that 
only à short time before her death she per- 
suaded her father to build a number of 
model cottages in Lake Forest, intended for 


the poorer people of the neightorhood. which 
should have back yards for gardens. 


Gave Savings to Charity. 

Once when the subject of men spending 
their wages in saloons came up she over- 
heard and asked. Where do their wives 
go while the men are in the saloons? What 
happens to them? One Sunday, when cards” 
were passed around in church for subscrip- 
tions to a locvl charity, she put her name 
down for $450, the whole of her savings. The 
incidents reveal the tendency of her _— 
and spirit. 1 

The foundation has attempted to 3 
these tendencies forward. It has already 
done notable work for sick babies in congest- 
ee districts through tent stations in charge ot“ 
nurses and doctors. The movement thus in- 
augurated has attracted nationa! attention 
and has been copied with some modifications 
in New York and other large cities. : 


Conducts Open-Air School. 

In codperation with the board of, education 
the foundation has conducted the first years’ 
round open air school for anamic and tuber: 
cular children. This school—Biligabeth Me- 
Cormick. Open Alr school No. 1—attracted» 
the interest of educators, social workers 
ventilating engineers, and city officials. 

It was in this connection that Mr. Kingsley 
edited the little book “Open Air Crusaders.“ 
It has been widely Circulated and has helped 


to stimulate the movement for right ventila- 
tion and school conditions for all children 


as well as to place Chicago in the fore- 
front of the cities of the country in this work. 


Kingsley Leading Charity Worker. 

Mr. Kingsley is a graduate of Knox college 
and took post-graduate work at Harvard uni- 
versity. For ten years be was engaged with 
the Boston Children’s Aid society and the 
Boston Children’s Friend society. His last: 
work in Boston was to recrganize and to place 
out all the children from a large institution. 
and to give the children real home conditions; 

In 1004 Mr. Kingsley was recommended 
to the directors of the Relief and Aid society 
of Chicago by President Eliot of Harvard. 


| He served as superintendent of the Relief 


and Aid society from 1904 to 1908. The bureau 
of charities and the Relief and Aid society 
consolidated in 1900 and Mr. Kingsley has 
since that time been superintendent of the 
United Charities of Chicago. 

He is president of the Illinois State Con- 
ference of Charities and Correction, a d. 
rector of the Tuberculosis institute, Boy 
Scouts, Infant Welfare society, and other 
similar organizations, and is also a member 
of the National Conference of Charities and 
Correction and other national bodies.

Legislators Seek Way to Pass 
the Measure, with Doubt 
as to Legality. | 


SPEAKER HAS LAST WORD 


Uncertainty as to What Use Will 
Be Made of Gavel When 
Crisis Comes.

Springfield, III., May 2.—(Special.]—" Up 
in the air,“ describes precisely the legislative 
state of mind caused by the disclosure that 
the tax levy bill was not passed by the senate.

HALTED BY STRIKE 


47,000 Men and Work Involv- 
ing $40,000,000 Tied Up by 
pao Brickmakers. 


TEAMSTERS IN SYMPATHY 


Contractors, Unable to Proceed 
with Tasks, Seek to Settle, 
the Trouble. 


Three hundred Chicago building contract- 
ors, who have working agreements signed 
with 47,000 workmen, are idle because of the 
brickmakers’ strike, in which only 2,500 men 
are directly involved. 

Present stagnation of the building indus- 
try is due to the agitation between the brick- 
makers and the brick manufacturers more 
than to the jurisdictional war between the 
plumbers and steamfitters. 

Brickyards within a fifty mile radius of 
Chicago are empty and brick shipped here 
cannot be utilized because the teamsters are 
in sympathy with the brickmakers and re- 
fuse to haul! it. 

Work represented by more than $40,000,- 
000 worth of building contracts cannot be 
started in an effective way because the con- 
tractors are unable to get brick. 

The ohly brick available at present is a 
meager supply taken from old buildings that 
are being razed, and it can be used only for 
filler. Bven so, contractors swarm wher- 
ever buildings are being razed and bid for 
the old brick like brokers around a wheat 
pit. 

Contractors Seek Peace. 

That the foregoing-condition had arisen te 
further embarrass the industrial situstion 
of Chicago became publicly known yester- 
day at the second meeting of the Joint Ar- 
bitration association. 

Between fifty and sixty contractors who 
attended the meeting entered into a general 


| discussion of the predicament and decided 


to use their influence to bring about a settle- 
ment between the brickmakers and manufac- 
turers. 

Répresentatives of the brick manufactur- 
ers’ association and the brickmakers’ union 
will be asked to attend a special meeting of 
the arbitration association next Monday and 
submit their differences for adjustment. 
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Dr. William Pierson Merrill, pastor of the 
Sixth Presbyterian church of Chicago, who 
has been suggested by the former pastor, 
the Rev. Dr. Henry Van Dyke, now of New 
York, as pastor of the Brick Presbyterian 
church of that city, is still undecided whether 
or not to accept the eastern call. 

Dr. Merrill says his undecided attitude is 
due to the fact that in former years he had 
made a half promise not to leave his own 
church on the south side. His final decision, 
however, will be made in a few days. 

Brick Presbyterian church is one of the 
largest and wealthiest of New York City, 
having more than 1,000 members in its con- 
gregation.

The 
other members took a hand in voicing opin- 
ions as to the advisability of giving the gov- 
‘ernor the benefit of the board's knowledge of 
the project considered in the bill. 


Ask Veto for Bill. 

When the debate was over, the resolu- 
tions had been shorn of all advice and point- 
ed out that the bill should be vetoed for the 
reason that the Calumet harbor project is 
too vast an undertaking for the Sanitary 
District, and that the district was not finan- 
clally able to assume the task. 

Trustee Clark said that the project instead 
of costing $3,000,000 or $4,000,000 as has been 
| estimated, it would cost from $12,000,000 to 


$15,000,000. 
Clark Pleads Duty.

Twenty-five hundred brickmakers went on 
strike on May 1 when they failed to obtain a 
satisfactory wage scale. The union demand- 


ed an increase of 5 cents an hour and a 


shorter workday. The manufacturers de- 
manded that the union return to the scale of 
1909, which was a reduction in wages and a 
longer workday. The strike completely 
stopped the manufacture of brick within a 
fifty mile radius of Chicago, as all yards 
were affected. 

For the purpose of ascertaining the exact 
status of the local labor situation the Joint 
Arbitration association appointed an investi- 
gation committee. Wiliam A. IIIsley of 
Lanquist & Ilisley, building contractors, was 
named as chairman. :

| STALE MEDICINES IN ILLINOIS 


Drugs Have Been in Stock for 
Years in Many Places. 


NO LAW FOR INSPECTION. 


Nostrums Also Made With Impunity if 
Not Sent Out of State. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., May .I Special. 
There is no protection for the people of Ul- 
noig from fraudulent and deleterious medi- 
eines and drugs so long as they are manufac- 
tured and sold within that state, according 
to A. Hanby Jones, the Illinois food commis- 


and other state food authorities. 

Patent medicine factories in Illinois make 
and place on the market vast quantities of 
nostrums, which not only are harmful to 
health but swindles in the pretension of 
cures borne upon their labels. Yet, so long as 
they are not shipped out of the state they can 
not be suppressed under any Illinols law. 
Only when they enter into interstate com- 
merce are they liable to seizure by the fed- 
eral government and their manufacturers 
made subject to prosecution. 


Much of Medicines Stale. 


The drugs and medicines in drug stores | 


in the state never have been inspected and a 
large proportion of the remedies with which 
the pharmacist deals is stale, impure, and 
adulterated. 

An arrangement has been effected where- 
by the federal and the state food authorities 
will exchange information cohcerning vio- 
lators of the food protection laws. 


New Law Is Needed. 
“The next legislature ought to pass a law 
placing drugs and medicines under the state 


dreds of drug stores in Illinois in which the 
drugs have been on the shelves from twenty- 
five to thirty years. Such drugs are unfit for 
use. There is absolutely no inspection of 
drugs. The board of pharmacy éxamines the 
druggist, but not his drugs. The danger to 
the health of the people from this one source 
is untold. Then there are patent medicine 
factories turning out nostrums which cannot 
be reached unless they go out of the state 
and are seized by the federal government.”

Typhoid fever gradually died out in the fall of 1898 in the 
camps at Knoxville and Meade with the disappearance of the fly, and this 
occurred at a time of the year when in civil practice typhoid, fever is generally 
on the increase. 

There is other evidence actually as good as this which proves beyond a doubt 
that the fly is an active agent in carrying fever germs. This shows how vigilant 
each one must be, who cares for the general good, to use all means to prevent the 
breeding of flies, or to protect his house from the contamination of food by these 
dangerous pests.
